Sir, Foreign Office , July 2, 1885. 

THE Austrian Ambassador called upon me to-day, and 1 discussed the position of 
the Egyptian Convention with his Excel lorn*}. I pointed out to him the extreme 
inconvenience which would attend any further dela t \ in the issue of the loan, and that 
it was a matter in which Austrian subjects were as much interested as any others, 
because the payment of the Alexandria ind»*mnit!es. in which many Austrians claimed 
a share, could not ho effected until the loan was issued. I observed that to wait for 
the ratification of the Austrian and German Parliaments iniurht cause considerable 
postponement, hut that it did not seem to mo necessary li tin* Austrian and Gorman 
Governments would inform us official!} that i( was their intention to ask for the rati¬ 
fication of their respective Parliaments, i did not think (hat any doubt would exist in 
the minds of the ordinary investor as to the prospect of ratification, and that the loan 
could he issued with as much success as if all the formalities had been completed. 

He begged me to send him a written statement of this suggestion as a note 
rtrbaln, in order that he might communicate it to ids Government, which l promised 
to do. 

lie stated that his Government had alvva}s, in all recent negotiations, been very 
anxious to act with England according to their traditional policy, though circumstances 
had somethin s affected I’m nosslbiliU of acting upon their inclinations.

IN his despatch No. 125 of the 15th instant Earl Granville did me the honour to 
transmit to me a copy of his despatch No. 598 a of the same date to Her Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Paris, in favour of an immediate ratification of the Convent ion of the 
18th March, and authorized me to use the arguments contained in that despatch in 
communicating on the subject with the Government to which I am accredited 

Since the receipt of this despatch I have not had an opportunity until to-day of 
speaking with Count Kalnoky on the subject to which it refers, but in an interview 
which T had with his Excellent*} this afternoon 1 acquainted him with the vievvs of 
Her Majesty’s late Government, as expressed therein, with reference to the contention 
of 31. dt* Frcyeinet that the Declaration of the 17th 31 arch having hv its first Article 
incorporated the draft Convention and the draft Decree annexed to it, the whole 
became indivisible, and that neither the Convention nor the Decree could come into 
force until the Convention was ratified. 

Count Kalnoky inquired whether I was aware of the answer which had been 
returned by the French Government to Lord Granville’s despatch, and, on my saying 
that I was not, his Excellency stated that ho himself had never been very anxious to 
take part in the guarantee of the new Egyptian Loan, that a joint guarantee had been 
first put forward and insisted on by the French Government, and that he had agreed 
to it more in order not to separate himself from the other Powers than for any other 
reason. 

Under tlie present circumstances, his Excellency authorized me to state that, if the 
other Powers were prepared to ratify the Convention before obtaining the sanction of 
the respective Parliaments, no objection would be raised by him to such a course.

Memorandum. 

HER Majesty’s Government desire 1 to call the attention of the Austro-Hungarian 
Government to the extreme inconvenience which woidd attend any further delay in 
the issue of the new Egyptian Loan, and to the fact that it is a matter in which Austrian 
subjects are as much interested as any otleus, since the payment of the Alexandria 
indemnities, in which many Austrians claim a share, cannot hi* effected until the loan 
is issued. 

To wait for the ratification of the Convention of the ISth March by the Austrian 
and German Parliaments might cause considerable postponement, which does not 
appear to be necessary. 

If the Austrian and German Governments would inform Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment officially that it is their intention to ask for the ratification of their respective 
Parliaments, Her Majesty’s Government do not think that any doubt would exist in 
the mind of the ordinary investor as to the prospect of ratification, and they believe 
that the loan could be issued with as much success as if all the formalities had been 
completed. 

In that case it would, of course, be necessary that tlie Khedive should issue the 
Decree of which the draft is annexed to the Declaration of the 17th March as soon as 
the consent of the Governments has been obtained.

Extract from the Report of the Parliamentary Committee n.i the Bill for the Ratification of 

the Efjjijit'rni Loan ('onreniion, 

(Translation.) 

T1 IE 1 mw of Liquidation of tin* 17th -Inly, l^M), settled tho Egyptian finances 
satisfactorily, and they continued to ho in a satisfactory rendition until tho military 
insurrection, the mas-neves of lsS2, and tho epidemic of D-^3. 

This Law, th.o work of an "International Commission, lias, through the previous 
adhesion or tho subsequent accession ol tho dilVoronl (iovornmonts, tho force of a true 
International Convent ion which tho (Joverumenl of the Khedive cannot touch w itliout 
the express consent of tho Lowers. Hy it no now loan of any sort can ho issued without 
tho advice and consent of the Commission of the Caisse of the Public Debt, and, on 
tho other 1 and, as this same Law lias assigned a large portion of the funds of the 
Kgyplian fnanccs to the service of the (existing debts, the (iovormnent of the Khedive 
cannot iind any one to lend it money until it gives proof of ha\ing sullieiont income 
to pay interest on tho new debt. 

The political events which have taken place dried tip the sources of income, 
especially the indirect taxes, while they added new burdens, among which is most 
conspicuous the sum agreed to be paid as indemnities for the e\onts at Alexandria, a. 
sum exceeding K)i),t)0O,000 fr., of which quilt' 20,000,(»!)(> IV. are due to Italian 
subjects, and are to bo divided among 2,111 claimants. 

A state of things was thus brought about which rendered it absolutelv nocossarv 
for the Egyptian (iovormnent to have recourse to a new loan, as lias been aheadv 
limply explained in the Ministerial Deport prefixed to the Hill, in which a detailed 
account is given of the various phases passed in the diplomatic negotiations, and of the 
inquiries made so as to lie certain that tin* sum total of the provisions adopted for the 
new loan, for the redemption of former debts, lor the lax on llie interest of the latter, 
and for the taxes to which foreigners should also hi' liable, will furnish the Egyptian 
Government with a means to restore equilibrium to its finances, and at the same time 
to carry out public works, especially the new irrigation canals, which promise to 
greatly improve the economical situation of the country. 

"Without repealing the conclusions of the Ministerial Report wo shall merely 
observe that, in order to procure the loan for the Egyptian Treasury as easily as 
possible, it was determined to guarantee it as a whole, which guarantee was olfercd 
first hy England alone and afterwards was agreed to he collective and common to all 
the six Great Lowers ; and, on the other hand, it was agreed that the annual sum 
necessary f -r :1m interest and redemption of the new loan should he raised as a first 


charge on the incomes settled on I he Privileged and Eniiied Debts with the right of 
preference over them. 

The annual sum roqnE" 1 for the interest and redemption of the new loan does not 
amount to M,000,()()() fr., while the Egyptian Budget shows a lotal income of more than 
200,0(K),(Hi!) fr.; therefore, unless all financial order is overthrown and destroyed, it is 
not probable that Italy will be called upon to pay the amount of a little more than 
1,000,000 fr. per annum, which would be our share in the united guarantee of the new 
loan in ease the Egyptian Government failed absolutely to pay anything of lliese 
charges. 

The results of inquiries as to the actual balancing of the Egyptian Budget are less 
reassuring, for the burden of debt is very heavy, amounting to about .17 fr. per 
inhabitant as in Italy; but while in Laly tho service of the debt only represents a 
third part of the charges on the Budget, in Egypt more than a half is absorbed by it, 
and even more according to the normal Budget presented by the English Pleni- 
potentiaries > that oven after flic new loan there would bo a deficit, not a largo out', 
but still alwavs a deficit which might increase considerably if the solution of tho 
complications in the Soudan were delayed for long, and if a regular (iovormnent were 
tint soon formed, which would insure the free development of oeonomm forces, in 
which Egypt is so rich, especially as regards agriculture. 

Your Commission, wbile calling the attention of the (iovormnent to tliD point, 
does not think il necessary to pursue the subject any further, nor to consider tin* ot In r 
questions which ar > necessarily connected with our interference in tlx* operations of 
Egyptian finance, through the freedom of uavigat ion of the kmc/ Canal, and our presence 
at some places on the Red Ben. 

The Convention laid before you for approval agrees on neces-.ary provisions for the 
regular carrying on of the Egyptian Government, which cannot extricate itself from 
its present difficulties without tin* consent of the Lowers; it insures the payment of 
the indemnities due for the bombardment of Alexandria, il does not prejudge in any 
way any question which can be raised as to our relations x\ itD Egypt, it atlirms that 
high cart* which Italy, for evident economical and political reasons, should exercise for 
her position as a Great Lower, and for the special position assigned to her by her 
position on the Mediterranean and her ancient and new ly-fomied relations with that 
part of Africa ; and we therefore invite you to approve the Hill presented by the 
Government as it stands.

M. de Preyeinet explained that, on the contrary, the Rrifish Government, had 
proposed to the Powers to agree that the loan should he guaranteed by Croat Hritain 
alone; and he added that flu* Rowers had insisted upon joining in the guarantee, in 
order to assert and continue their own intervention in the alfairs of Egypt. 

On this point lie spoke as follows :—

importance of giving Egypt the means of paying olV at last the Alexandria 
indemnities. 

In opposition to M. de Gavardie, 31. de Frcycinet maintained that the J-'inane ial 
Convention could not be regarded as indissolubly connected with a question, so 
essentially political, so foreign to finances, as that oT the free passage of the Suez 
Canal; and lie added that the Governments which had taken part in the Conferences 
in London in March, had not intended to establish any real connection between the 
two questions.

IN communicating to Count llatzfeldt to-day the substance of your Lordship’s 
telegram of yesterday, and inquiring whether the German Government particularly 
wished that the coupons of the proposed Egyptian loan should he made payable at 
some place in Germany, or would be content with the modi* of payment as stipulated 
in the present text of the International Comention and Khcdivial Decree, to which I 
called his attention, I was careful to make it clear to his Excellency that either course 
would be agreeable to Her Majesty’s Government, who were very anxious to meet the 
wishes of the German Government. I pointed out, however, that in the former ease 
u Supplementary Article would have to he inserted in the International Convention, 
and that, as this would require the consent of all the Signatory Powers, your Lordship 
would be very glad to know the views of Prince Bismarck with as little delay as 
possible. 

Count llatzfeldt said that he had just received a report from Count Munster, also 
conveying your Lordship’s desire to have as early a reply as possible to the question 
whether Berlin or Frankfort would be the money market proposed by the German 
Government in connection with the loan ; that on this point, as also in regard to the 
question which I had put to him, he Would bo obliged to refer to Prince Bismarck, 
who was at Var/.in, but lie would do so w itliout a minute’s delay, and hoped to be able 
to give an early reply. 

Hi* understood from my communication that in ease cither of tin* places was 
selected for the payment of the coupons, a Supplementary Article would have to he 
added to the Convention with the consent of tin* Signatory Powers, but lie apprehended 
that this would only entail a very slight delay, which need not interfere with the 
preparations for the issuo of the loan. 

Although his Excellency Avas unable to give me an official reply before communi¬ 
cating with Yar/.in, I gathered from what lie told me on a pro ions occasion, as avcII as 
to-day, that the German financial authorities who had been consulted on this subject 
attached a good deal of importance to making the coupons payable at some place in 
Germany as avcII as in London and Paris, and that the payment in Germany should 
bo made at the current rati* of exchange of the dav. 

lie also said that lie understood that in expressing a desire to participate in the 
issue of the new loan, the German financial experts had been chiefly influenced by the 
fact that the maimer in w liieh loans were placed on the market in England differed 
from that customary in Germany and other countries of the Continent. 
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lie added that Prince Bismarck would l)c very sensible to the friendly disposition 
disjdayed by Her Majesty’s Government in so promptly acceding to the wishes of the 
German Go\eminent, and tliiis enabling them to satisfy the financial authorities 
and avert any possible opposition to the ratification of the joint guarantee by the

THIS afternoon L spoke to M. de Frey einet in the terms oi y our Lordship’s telegram 
No. 10 of the evening before last respecting the issue by the Khedive of the Decree 
relative to raising a loan, the draft of which is annexed to the Declaration of London 
of the 17th March last. 

T said to his Excellency that the Governments of Austria, Germany, and Italy 
had agreed that the Decree should issue previous to the 4 ratification of the Convention 
of the 18th March, which, on account of the recess of their respective Parliaments, 
could not take place for some little time. 

T proceeded to ask whether the French Government would concur in this 
Agreement; and I pointed out to M. do Freycinet that the speedy issue was of great, 
importance, as otherwise the Alexandria indemnities could not be paid, and the delay 
was causing great sulfering. 

M. do Freyeinet answered that if the other Powers agreed that the Decree 
should issue pre\ions to the ratification of the Convention, lie was quite ready to 
agree also. 

lie added, however, that, in order to guard against future misunderstanding, he 
felt bound to state distinctly the position of the French Government with regard to 
guaranteeing the loan. The Chambers had, he said, passed a law authorizing the 
President of the Republic to ratify the Convention of the 18th March, but the elfect 
of that law was only to authori/e the French Government to guarantee the 4 loan on 
the terms specified in the Com cut ion, that is to say, as parties to a collective 
guarantee by all the Si\ Power*. The French Government was not authorized to 
guarantee the loan either alone or in company with some only of the other Powers. 

In answer to some observations from me, M. de Freycinet added that he had 
deemed it right to make the above statement of the point of French Constitutional 
law involved; but that he was not disposed to question the existence of a moral 
certainty that the loan would be ultimately guaranteed by all the Six Powers.

1 inclose herewith, for con\< nimiee in ease of reference being made to them, the 
correspondence respecting tluee matins in whim th ■ C.dsse ha\e lately joined issue 
with tin 1 Government. 

The lirst inelosiire relates to a complaint of the Caisse made last month that 
the Egyptian Government had exceeded tin* 2,000,01)0/. to which, by the Law’ of 
Liquidation, its borrowing power is limited, the Caisse requesting at the same time a 
detailed account of the sums owing by the Government for temporary advances, and 
asking whether the sum of C E. 100,000, which the CaLse had allowed the Govern¬ 
ment to borrow from Messrs, llotlwcluld this spiiug, had been received by tin 
Government. 

The .Minister of I'inanec, in answer, give a list of tin' sums ad\auced amounting 
to 2,378,5011; and e\p'nined that a pari only of the C L. 10(5,000 had been taken 
from Messrs, Rothschild, hut that it iiad received an advance of <50,000/. from the 
Hank of England on the security of the bar silver in thi* Cairo Mint. 

On tin' 1st duly the Caisse answered asking further particulars respecting the 
Conventions passed between the Government and the various credit establishments, in 
order to judge whether or no the Government had kept within the terms of Article 37 
of tin 1 Law of L ; quiilaiion, and added that the permission which it had granted the 
Egyptian G > rn lent to raise ,£ E. 10(5,000 with Messrs, llothsehild did not extend 
to o]) 'rations wilh other hanks or credit establishments. 

The Egyptian Government answered this on the hth duly, promising to send the 
Copies of Convention us required, hut that as t<> the permission granted to raise 
.C E. 100,000, it believe d that ill raising a smaller sum than that allowed, and part of it 
from the llank of England on 11 percent, lower terms than those charged by Messrs, 
llothsehild, it was acting in the interests of its creditors; and that there was no 
necessity for a fresh application to the Caisse de lu Detie. 

The second iaelostire alludes to an objection made by the Caisse to the reduction 
of the duty on a sugar relinerv near Cairo—a lion-assigned district—a reduction, it 
is held, injurious to the Customs Revenue, and which ought to he corrected by the 
octroi. 

f i lie (Iran answer (not sent) of the Ministry gives the arguments of the Govern¬ 
ment disproving the objections raised. 

The third inelosiire relates to an application made this spring by the Government 
to thu CaLse fir permission, in the general interest of the llevenuc, to abolish tin- 
export duties on corn, to impose octrois on tobacco, and to modify the internal naviga¬ 
tion dues, abolishing the absurd tax on vessels passing under bridges ; the estimated 
increase of revenue from these changes being considerable. The Caisse, however, 
refused to consent to the modification, without certain compensation to the assigned 
revenues which could not he entertained, as it would throw on the noil-assigned 
revenues the whole weight of the projected fiscal reforms. 

I send these pap t-. to your Lordship’s Office as it is possible that reference may 
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at some time be made to these matters, but mainly to illustrate the present more active

FROM the official documents which have been communicated to you, you are aware 
of the provisions of the Declarations and Convention regarding the finances of Egypt, 
which were signed here on the 17th and 18th March last by the Representatives of 
Knglaiul, Germany, Austria-Hungary, France, Italy, Russia, and Turkey. 

By a further Declaration signed here on the 25th instant, it was agreed that 
Article II of the Convention should be slightly amended, and that a similar amendment 
■'hould be made in Article 2 of the draft of the Decree attached to the Declaration of 
the 17th March. The Decree so amended was promulgated by Uis Highness the 
Khedive on the 27th instant. It modifies in certain respects the Law of Liquidation, 
and for that reason the Governments of Great Britain, Germany, Au-trni-1 lungary 
France. Italy, and Russia, by the Declaration of the 17th March, formally Dgnilied Their 
acceptance of it, and agreed that it should be recognized by the Tribunals oHhe Reform 
as a binding Law so soon as it should have been officially published. They also under¬ 
took to bring it collectively to the cognizance of the other Powers who took part in the 
establishment of those Tribunals, and to invite them to give their adhesion to it. I have 
accordingly asked the Governments ol Germany, Austria-Hungary, France, Italy, 
and Rii'sia to join Her Majesty's Government in inviting those other Powers (o give 
iInir adhedon to the Decree.

I venture to point out to your Excellency that certain omissions, as marked in pencil, 
occur in the text of Articles IV and V of the Convention contained in this ratification, 
which 1 beg leave to return for correction accordingly. 

I take this opportunity to call your Excellency’s attention to the fact that the text of 
the Convention has been amended in certain particulars by the Declaration signed at 
London on the 25th ultimo, and I should esteem it a favour if jour Excellency would he 
so good as to invite the opinion of your Government whether, as a matter of form, it 
would not be convenient that the text of that Declaration should he included in the 
ratification, as well as the text of the Convention which it amends. 

Should the French Government concur in thinking it desirable to adopt this course, 
Her Majesty’s ratification will he drawn out in the same manner, and I would propose 
that in the Protocol to he signed bv the Representatives of the Powers recording the fact 
that all the ratifications have been deposited, mention should be made and note taken ol 
the reserves of the Russian and Turkish Governments dated the 18th and 30th March, and 
2nd April last. 

1 have the honour to request that jour Excellency will be so good as to communicate 
to me the views of your Government on these points as soon as may he convenient in 
order that 1 may be in a position to suggest a like course of procedure to the other 
Powers who arc parties to the Convention.

The Egyptian member, Ali Pasha Riza, is unacquainted with English. All the 
former Egyptian members spoke English fluently. The consequence is, that every 
English document, every note from the Chief Engineer, from the Locomotive Super¬ 
intendent, from tin* Controller of the Port, or from the Inspector-General of 
Telegraphs, lias to he translated into Preneli, if it is not originalh written in that 
language. The Egyptian member can always call for the translation of every commu¬ 
nication fruin the British military authorities, and can send for the English officials 
and express to them his views in fluent French, to which they cannot so midilv repl\. 
This is a very serious block to business, even though the English members of the staff 
bave a fair knowledge of tbe Eroncb language.

DU 111NG the early part of the current year, I thought it well to .make an 
exhaustive examination of the position and prospects of the Administration, more 
particularly because a proposition bad been put forward with a view to showing that 
it would be necessary for the Administration to bave a credit of 500,000/. against 
which to draw during the next few years, in order to put the way and works and stock 
into sound order. 

Alost complete statements have been prepared by the Chief Engineer and by the 
Locomotive Superintendent, and working programmes put forward by these officers, 
with whom T have examined and discussed every detail most carefully. 

The result of this work may be summed up in few words:— 

1. If we art* allowed to work up to 15 per cent, of our receipts, and we hare juuly 
good season v, we shall be able within reasonable time to put flic whole system into 
quit** sound order, and to create a fund to meet bad seasons and contingencies in tin* 
future, without asking for any credit at all. 

2. AYe ought to be in a position to take advantage of good years to modity our 
present tarilf, and if this is done judiciously it should not a fleet flu; conditions ol the 
preceding paragraph. 

3. Under the present mixed rule, the difficulty of dealing with the whole 
troublesome problem becomes so intensified as to render tbe best efforts vain and 
fruitless.

I AM glad to learn from Nubur Pasha that he has observed during the last 
fortnight a sensible softening in the tone of the German Commissioner of the 
Caisse. 

His Excellency trusts, from the language of M. do Richthofen, that there is a 
disposition to view the position and difficulties of the Government in Egypt with 
much more justice and consideration than has been tin* case heretofore. 

As regards the Press Law, Nubur Pasha informs me that the views of the Preach 
Government are by no means shared by the German Commissioner, who also appears 
conscious of tin 1 fatal results to Egypt of the constant intervention ot Coiwils- 
General in internal affairs. 

Nubur Pasha attributes this agreeable change to your Lordship’s efforts to arrive 
at frank and open relations with Berlin and the Continental Powers.

THE issue of the new loan, which has at last been arranged, will free the 
Egyptian Government from its present pecuniary embarrassments, and will give tin* 
opportunity of putting the finances of the country on a stable footing for the future. 

But the maintenance of the financial equilibrium in a country so heavily burdened 
with debt in proportion to its present resources must depend on the exercise of strict 
economy in administrative expenditure. 

You cannot too earnestly or too persistently urge upon Ilis Highness the Kheiti\e 
and upon Nubar Pasha the necessity of a firm control over the finances, if Egypt L to 
be saved from a recurrence of the difficulties which fatally embarrassed the reign o! 
Ismail Pasha, and which have recently so greatly retarded the progress of measures 
to establish the Government of Tewlik Pasha on a Urm and solid basis, and relieve it 
from thi- necessity of foreign support. 

The popularity which may he acquired by a system of laxity and extravagance 
can only he of the very shortest duration, and must inevitably ho followed by a tresh 
crisis of greater intensity to be met with greatly impaired resources. 

It must, he remembered that by Article 12 of the Decree of the 27th July tin* 
Egyptian Government is pledged lo the institution of an International Commission ol 
Inquiry into tlie finances, in the event of its being found necessary to maintain the 
tax of 5 per cent, on the coupons of the Preference and Unified Debts beyond the 
year 1880. Her Majesty’s Government cannot believe that the Khedive and liL 
Ministers ran he blind to the expediency of making every effort, in their own interest, 
to avoid the discredit and inconvenience of a fresh investigation ol this nature. 

Her Majesty’s Government have noted with great satisfaction the success which 
has attended the labours of the Committee formed to supervise and control ihe 
Government expenditure. L propose to address to you shortly a despatch containing 
recommendations and suggestions as to the manner in which this control can he 
improved and developed. 

In the meanwhile, it is a matter of great importance that the amounts which will 
he placed at the disposal of the Egyptian Government from the new loan should be 
carefully husbanded, and applied only to the objects for which they were designed. 

You will therefore request Nubar Pasha to give directions that no ^application 
shall he made to the Caissc under Article 9 of the Decree ol the 27th July for any part 
of the surplus of the loan without previous communication to you and the expression 
of your concurrence. 

If you should have any doubt as to the propriety of the application, you will rider 
to me at once by telegraph.

Mr. Egerton to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received September 14.)

Mv Lord, Cairo, September 5, 1885. 

MR. PtOWSELL, of (he Domains, died yesterday. 

The Administration of which he has been for years co-Director has been of 
late pointed to as a costly failure. This reproach—notwithstanding that he admitted 
the truth of it—T know that lie keenly felt. Rut he knew too, what is generally not 
known, that, it is next to impossible to make it a success. The valuation ol the 
estate Avas loo high (as a rule in Egypt no large property pays well), and an 
enormous property, such as the Domains, it is hopeless to manage on a completely 
centralized svstem. 

lie did 1 not profess to he a farmer, but he brought to his work a finely-trained 
intellect, a high sense of duty, mental activity, and a kind and just view ol* men and 
things, lie nas beloved by his subordinates, and Avas on the best ol terms with 
his French colleague. 

I Avas much struck at the number of minor employes of his Department, avIio 
came in crowds to the station a 1 ‘oav Aveeks ago to see him oil' on this, his last 
journey. 

Though he knew but too well his Department—the Domains—was struggling 
in great difficulties owing to the fall in price of agricultural produce and other causes, 
he never gave up, and Avorkcd bis best, notwithstanding the extreme ieebleness 
of his health till the last. 

There is no doubt that Mr. RoavscII’s ability and conscientious nntme lias been 
appreciated here, and that he has died beloved and respected by all who were brought 
into intimate relations with him. 

Nubar Pasha Avrote to me to-day expressing his deep sorrow at this loss. 

I heard from his Excellency subsequently, begging that no immediate steps 

be taken to lill the vacancv made by Air. Kowsell’s death.

My Lord, Cairo, September 5, 1885. 

OX the 1st September the Egyptian Finance Ministry addressed a Circular to the 
various Departments of the Government instructing them, in their estimates, to keep 
within the figures laid down by Lord Northbrook for the normal Budget accepted by 
the Powers this spring. 

One of these Circulars was by accident addressed to the Caisse and provoked the 
inclosed answer. 

The mention of Lord Northbrook’s name seems to have aroused the Commis¬ 
sioners, and it is possible that their ire was increased by the tear that the budget of 
the Caisse might be tied down by his Lordship’s figures, for it is, I am assured, an 
open secret that the members of the Caisse do not propose to content themselves with 
the 2,000/. to which their salaries were reduced on the 1 addition of the German and 
Russian Commissioners, but they hope each to be able to retain the original remunera¬ 
tion of 3,000/. a-vear, thereby increasing the charge for the Commissioners’ salaries 
from 12,000/. to 18,000/. per annum. 

"Without depreciating the profession of which 1 am a member, I may express a 
doubt whether, under the present financial condition of this country, 3,000/. a-year is 
not too much to pay for the services in the Caisse of middle-aged “weeds” from 
diplomacy, such as the writers of the inclosed note; for however full these may be of 
political feeling and patriotism, they are not likely to be worth that amount in 
financial knowledge to Egypt or its creditors. 

I do not say for certain that I know the Caisse propose this augmentation: I have 
only hoard the intention attributed to them bv officials luge. 

The Egyptian Government has returned the inclosed answer to the Commis¬ 
sioners, explaining that the Circular they objected to had been sent by an oversight, 
and begging that it be returned.

Caisse.

IN pursuance of the instructions received from your Lordship by telegraph 
desiring me to represent earnestly to the Russian Government the embarrassment 
which would ho caused by the claim put forward by the Russian and Austrian 
Commissioners of the Caisse of the Egyptian Debt to examine and p;rs ihe 
accounts on which they made payments to the Egyptian Government from tin* 
proceeds of the Egyptian Loan, I have the honour to report that I called upon 
M. Vlangaly, the Acting Minister for Foreign Affairs, and explained to his Excellency 
the instructions T had received. 

His Excellency said he remembered that the question of the functions of the 
Commissioners of the Caisse in regard to the payment of the proceeds of the Egyptian 
Loan had been discussed in London, but that be could not for the moment recollect 
what decision had boon arrived at. Ho would, however, at once inquire into the 
matter, and would, if the Russian Government agreed in the view taken b\ \<mr 
Lordship, telegraph instructions to the Russian Commissioner in that sense. Should 
he not he able to concur in tin* view taken by your Lordship lie promised to inform 
me of tin' nature of his objections with as little delay as possible.

Memorandum. 

THE Marquis of Salisbury has instructed me to represent very earnestly (o the 
Imperial Government the extreme embarrassment which a claim now put forward by 
the Russian and Austrian Commissioners on the Caisse ot the Egyptian Debt will 
cause in the distribution of the funds raised under the authority of the London 
Convention of the 18th March, 1885. 

The pr< \seut case arises out of an application made by tile Government of Kgypt 
for payment of a sum of about 1,300,000/., due to Messrs. Rothschild, to which 
payment the Russian and Austrian Commissioner object, stating that, according to 
their idea, the Convention of London, in charging the Commissioners of the C'aisso 
with the distribution of the proceeds of the loan, intended to lay down that payments 
could only be made on accounts passed b\ the Commissioners. 

The Marquis of Salisbury desires me to say that the Committee of Experts who 
drafted the Convention, and other documents relating to the loan, in London, 
thoroughly discussed this particular point. The decision arrived at was that the 
Caisse should not have power to inquire into the objects for which money was 
wanted, hut should pay on the demand of the Egyptian Government.

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I am to hog lhat those particulars may he telegraphed io Her Majesty’s Charged 
d’AIVaires at Cairo, in order that the details of the claim may he in the hands at once 
of the Egyptian Minister of Finance. 

There is also a sum due to ller Majesty's Government on account of war supplies, 
for which the Egyptian Government has admitted its liability; hut this will he 
recovered locally, and be kept distinct from the capitation grant and the Suez Canal 
interest payment. 

My Lords are aware that Egypt has certain counter-claims against Her Majesty's 
Government in respect of railways, telegraphs, and stores, which are estimated by the 
Egyptian Government at about 170,000*. These claims, however, have first to he 
subjected to examination by the War OtUce; and in order to satisfy the requirements 
of tin' forms of account in this country, whatever sums may he found due to the 
Egyptian Government will have to he paid out of the Vote of Credit which Parliament 
has specially provided for all war charges. 

Lt a\ ill probably he well that this explanation should he given to the Egyptian 
Minister of Finance, so as to avoid any risk of misunderstanding and consequent 
delay.

‘WITH reference to my despatch No. 298 of tli<* 5tii iiMant, reporting the 
observations made to mo by M, Ylangaly, when 1 communicated to him the objections 
raised by your Lordship to the claim put forward by the Russian Commissioner of the 
Caissc of the Egyptian Debt to examine and pass all accounts on which payments were 
made to the Egyptian Government out of the proceeds of the last Egyptian Loan, I 
have the honour to forward copy of a Memorandum I have just received from 
JV1. Ylangaly, in which his Excellency staff's that the point in question is not one of 
divergence in principle as regards the execution of the terms of the London Conven¬ 
tion of the 17th March, 1885, hut merely one of procedure. 

The Russian Commissioner of the Caissc merely wished to he satisfied that the 
payments made wore in reality for the objects specified in the Convention and for none 
other. 

In the instance under consideration, Messrs. Rothschild had of their own authority 
retained the sum of 1,300,090/. due to thorn, out of the sum total payable to the 
Caissc, and the Russian Commissioner of the Caissc could not hut protest against this 
procedure. 

The Caissc begged Messrs. Rothschild to place the entire proceeds of the loan to 
their credit in the first instance, in conformity with the prescriptions of Article IX of 
the Convention. This request has not yet* been answered, and for this reason no 
further action has been taken.

A SOM EM 11 AT embarrassing question has now arisen in Egypt in which, though 
Her Majesty s Government does not now, as a rule, interfere in the internal affairs "of 
tin 1 counti^v, lckiuic c is made to sour Lordship bv the Khedive, who does not. wish 
to lay before the General Assembly the proposal ‘to take off the corvee, instead of 
reducing the land tax, without your Lordship’s approval. 

It must he understood that, in speaking of corvee in this despatch, tin 1 necessary 
work of the peasant lor the repairs of banks in time of inundation is not included. 

It was agreed in the late financial settlement, based on Lord Northbrook's Report, 
that a sum ot k L. lot),000 should be devoted to the relief of the burthens on land. 

It is now proposed that the lies) manner of relieving the peasantry is bv the almost 
total abolition of the corvee. 

There are various arguments raised against this proposed abolition. One, a 
financial one, is that the sum oi f L. 150,000 has been granted to reduce the land 
taxation in districts when* it was too high, and that it should he devoted to this 
purpose onlv ; the diminution was assented to in order to obtain a more punctual pav- 
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meat of the land taxes; if this diminution, however, Ik not made, the result will be 
the continuation of the same arrears of land tax. 

To this it is answered that the argument would lie valid only il the relict 
trom land tax be given to all really in need of it, to flu- cultivators oI poor lands.

TILL most important and beneficial reform which the Khedive and bis Ministers 
consider essential to the development oi agvieultme, and to the well-being of the 
people of Egypt is the abolition of condo, or J’meod labour, upon the canals. 

L»d LuHevin, Lord Xovthbruok, Sir E. Paring, Colonel Monerieff, and 
Mr. Vincent have been unanimous in representing' the cruelty of 1 be system, under 
which thousands of persons are forced to work for live mouths in the year w ithout pay, 
witlmul mix provision of lood, and without proper tools, far away from then homos, 
and often on canals, from which the} can deiive no advantage. 

But Imwevev urgent this reform appeared to all, its execution had hitherto been 
rendered impossible owing to the absence of financial means for meeting the heavy 
expenditure which the substitution of mechanical dredging and paid labour for 
corvee necessarily involved.

which the lands arc <»vcr-asse*M‘{l; and th J until reductions are made in His way the 
whole of the exeting land nvenue must be carried to the credit of budget receipts, 
and no part of it can be placed to an account of “Corvee redemption tax,” lias not 
eoinmced the Council. Bui (\ n admitting Ibis to be so, the Council, who are better 
able to judge of 1 lie requirements of the country, are of opinion that a remission of 
the tax in kind is far mor • important and lar n ore indispensable than a partial 
remission of the land tax, and that if it was absolutely uceessari to apply the 
£ E. 150,000 to remission of land tax, the Government could, in order to obtain a 
sum equal to the above, raise from each taxpayer to whom relief lias been granted, a 
special local tax of the same amount as the portion remitted, tax which would be 
exelusiveh applied to the abolition of corvee. 

The Council have not lost sight, however, of the specially unfavourable agricul¬ 
tural conditions of live of (bo provinces of Cppcr Egypt, and they think that in 
these provinces the relief should he elloetod, partly by means of a paitial remission of 
the money tax, and partly by the complete abolition of the corvee. 

The Council admit that the adoption of the principles above enumerated leaves 
much to bo desired, if considered from tin* point of view of absolute justice, and that 
the relief afforded to the agriculturists will not be tin* same for till; but to endeavour 
to procure to all taxpayers equal relief means to endeavour to operate the revision of 
the land tax simultaneously with tin* suppression of the corvee, operations which, 
if carried out at the same time, would inevitably lead to failiue. The Council are of 
opinion that when the corvee has been abolished many diltieulties ami abuses will 
he removed, and that when all the elements requited for an effective revision of the 
land tax have been brought together, the Government will he in a position to (licet 
such a revision with more perfect as-, urn nee of success than it is at present able 
to do. 

For the above reasons the Council have adopted the following Resolution*' lor the

there remains a sum of £ E. 00,000 to lie provided for by means of the following 
special measures:— 

The clearance of the smaller local canals, estimated to cost about £ E. 60,000, 
will for the present continue to bo elteeted by corvee, but on condition that the 
men called out shall ho employed on works within their own districts, and shall 
retain the option of paying ransom. 

Tilt'above Resolutions of the Council practically put an end to the corvee, the 
most oppressive of all the hardens thrown upon the agricultural population of Egypt. 
The revolution which these measures, if carried out, will elfcet in the moral and 
material condition of the fellaheen promises to be so beneficial to the general 
prosperity of the country that it is difficult not to follow the purpose which the 
Khedive and bis Government have so much at heart. 

Under such circumstances, the duty of the linancier must he confined to the 
examination of the scheme in its hearing on the present financial exigencies. It is in 
this respect only that, the Finance Committee have presented certain observations to 
the Council of Ministers, which are contained in the annexed note, and which the 
Council have not failed to adopt. It was, indeed, necessary to bring the Resolutions 
of the Council into harmony with the provisions of the Financial Decree of the 
27th duly, 1885. 

Ry that Decree, all receipts from budget heads must be accounted for in the 
budget. 

On the other hand, the expenditure being permanently fixed at £ E. 5,267,000, 
it is not possible to add to it a sum of £ E. 31(5,000 (difference between C E. 450,000 
and £ E. 104,000). 

In the opinion of the Finance Committee, the following measures would have to 
be adopted with a view of giving effect to the Resolutions of the Council of Ministers 
without infringing the Decree of the 27th July :— 

1. To grant partial remissions to the amount of £ E. 104,000 in the provinces of 
Upper Egypt indicated hv the Council of Ministers. 

2. To apply £ E. 31(5,000 to partial remission of taxes on lands on which a 
special local tax, of the same amount as the portion of the land tax remitted, a\ ill be 
raised. 

3. To place the £ E. 31(5,000 thus collected lo a special account, outside the 
ordinary budget, which will be at the disposal of the Fublie Works Department for 
the works of the corvee. 

As for the £ E. 0(5,000 which remain unprovided for, special measures have been 
devised hv the Council of Ministers, as already explained in (Ids note.

remarks on the provisions of the draft which may, perhaps, he of service to llis 
Highness the Khedive.

My Lords observe with satisfaction that the financial advisers of His Highness 
are fully alive to the necessity of economy in every branch of llis Highness’ son ice. 
They have read t ho draft with attention, and they desire, as the Department responsible 
for the administration of the non-ell'eetive expenditure of the Civil Service in the 
United Kingdom, to recognize the care with which those intrusted with the prepavat ion 
of the draft have framed its various and somewhat complex provisions. 

The necessity of such a measure is abundantly proved in the papers drawn up by 
the Committee intrusted with the preparation of a normal Budget for the consideration 
of the Conference on Egyptian finance which met at London in 1881. and more 
especially in a Memorandum prepared at that time by Blum Pasha. The extrava¬ 
gance of the present Pension Law, if left alone, would indeed go far to insure a 
permanent deficit, and would render inevitable that appeal to the International 
Commission which Her [Majesty’s Government expect may be averted by the 
Guaranteed Loan and the consequent restoration of Egyptian credit. 

The total pension estimate (military and civil) for 1880 w r as 217,000/., the actual 
expenditure being 208,000/.. The estimate of the Egyptian Government for 188f was 
338,000/. The normal Budget prepared for the Conference suggested some reforms 
which might save a sum of 30,000/., and added a sum of 75,000/. for Soudan pensions. 
These figures were based upon Returns obtained from the "Egyptian Government in 
June 1881, and no warning was given to the Committee that the sum of 338,000/. 
inserted in the estimate for pensions in 1884 was likely to prove insufficient. When 
Lord Northbrook went out to Egypt in the autumn of 1881, the pension eslimate for 
the \ear, apart from the Soudan pensions, had risen to 307,000/. Her Majesty’s 
Government rverc at that time considering whether, by a surrender of part of their 
claim on the Egyptian Government, hy a reduction of the bondholders’ coupons, and a 
guaianteed loan, it would he possible to restore financial equilibrium in Egypt and 
secure a modest surplus of 100,000/, or thereabouts. It is a somewhat suggestive 
commentary on these efforts that the Egyptian Government wore at the same time, by 
the grant of pensions on a settle unknown to the richest Governments in the world, 
absorbing the surplus, and much more than the surplus, sought for at so much 
sacrifice. It should be added that tlic actual expenditure in 1884 was 100,000/., from 
which 3(),0()0/. may be taken as representing commutation of pensions, leaving 
4 10,000/. as the actual charge of pensions in 1884, exclusive of the Soudan charge 
At this rate of increase the Secretary of State will lie able to judge the formidable 
nature of the Egyptian non-effective charge, and the danger to Egypt which I he 
existing Regulations involve; and my Lords feel sure that he vill agree with them 
that a reform of the Egyptian Pension Law is a matter of the lli-sf necessity, that it 
must he carried into effect without delay, and put into execution iirmlyatid completely 
It is quite possible that in doing so difficulties will bo encountered. A Minister not 
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understanding tho paramount importance of restoring financial equilibrium may 
shrink from the unpopularity of reducing the pension scale, and may underrate the 
value of the economy thereby to be obtained; but if chronic deficit is to bo averted 
and a recurrence of the recent international difficulties is to be avoided, Egyptian 
expenditure must be kept under strict control, and a check must be put at once upon 
the growth of this head of charge. There is one method, and one only, of effectually 
restraining that growth, viz., to fix, by Decree, a maximum sum for the budget of 
pensions, both civil and military, which maximum can in no circumstances bo 
exceeded. Under Ibis condition, if pensions are granted beyond the maximum as 
iixed, they cannot be paid, or must be mol by a pro rota reduction of pensions already 
in course of payment until the charge falls again within the sum appropriated. My 
Lords would earnestly press this condition upon the Secretary of State, for the only 
securitv that pensions in excess of the limit will not be granted must be looked tor in 
the veto upon any issue of money in excess of that limit. 

it will be recollected that the Committee of 1881, in their Report on the financial 
situation of Egypt dated tlic 28th June, 1881 (Parliamentary Paper C.—1127), 
recommended that reductions in pensions “granted under Regulations,” amounting to 
0,000/., should lie made, and 1 bey thought a further reduction of 12,000/. a-yoar 
possible, but that it might not be expedient to make it. Euvthor, they thought that 
the list of pensions granted, not “under Regulation,” but in virtue of “superior 
order,” should be carefully scrutinized, with a view 1o a reducion, which they thought 
might amount to 20,000/.' a-year. My Lords have not learned that any such reductions 
have taken place, and they now mention the fact in order to show that the idea of 
reduction is not new. 

So far my Lords’ remarks apply to pensions both military and civil, but the draft 
Law relates only to civil pensions. 

On the 31st December, 1883, the Civil Pension List was constituted as follows

The total amount of pensions inscribed at that date was 310,000/., of which, 
however, 30,000/. represented compensation for land ceded to tlie State, leaving a 
pension charge, properly so called, of 280,000/,, ol* which, in round figures, 1 / 0,000/. 
represented civil, 110,000/. military services. 

The present Law regulating civil pensions was ordained by Said Pasha. It allows 
one-fourth of the salary after fifteen years’ service, one-third alter twenty years’ service, 
bull' after twenty-five years’sen ice, two-thirds after thirty years’ service, and full 
salary after forty years’\service. It a bo gives pensions to the widows and children of 
eivil'servants. It needs no argument to show that these terms are excessive, and that 
the draft Law is a great improvement on the present Law. 

My Lords proceed to offer some remarks upon the draft Law as a pension scheme, 
and with that object they will compare it with the Civil Pension Law in this country. 

1. 11 fixes the age at which pension service commences at 20, and the age for 
\oluntary retirement or pension without medical certificate at 5t>, instead of GO, the 
age for voluntary retirement in the United Kingdom. Life is possibly shorter in 
Egypt than it is* in the United Kingdom, and the period during which a man can 
render effective service may in that ease be correspondingly shorter; but the provision 
; ; , it stands is coi-lly, and should not be admitted unless its necessity is proved. 

2. Rcfiiem. ' i, made, ns a rule, compulsory at GO, retirement not being 
compulsory by law in the United Kingdom at any stated age. 
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3. At fifteen years of service a pension equal fo one-quarter of flie salary is earned 
both in Egypt and the United Kingdom, but here each additional year of service only 
earns one-sixtieth of the salary, whereas in Egypt it is to earn one-fortieth. Men arc 
thus enabled to earn their maximum pension by 55 years of age, the limit fixed for 
voluntary retirement. 

i' 

4. The maximum pension which will be earned by persons drawing small salaries 
in Egypt is a sum equal to three-fourths of the salary, against two-thirds the maximum 
allowed in this country. This provision also is costly, and my Lords think that the 
Secretary of State should urge the Egyptian Government so to regulate the pension 
scale that the maximum pension should in no case exceed two-thirds of the salary. 

5. Pensions are granted to widows and children of ei\il servants who have 
served for fifteen years, and who were married for at least two years before they 
quitted the service. 

My Lords would urge the omission of this provision, for if can hardly be argued 
that Egypt, which lias only just been rescued from bankruptcy by the intervention of 
the chief European Powers is bound or able to grant to its civil servants terms 
which are not granted to the civil servants of the United Kingdom, for no provision 
out of public funds is made in the Civit Service of this country for widows and 
children. 

So far the provisions of the new Law appear to my Lords more costly than those 
of the like Law in the United Kingdom. There are, on the other hand, some pro¬ 
visions in the scheme more economical than those of the Pension Law in this country, 
but my Lords do not anticipate that they would very notably reduce the charge, the 
5 per cent, in lieu of the present rate of 34 per cent, deduction from salaries excepted, 
which will afford of course a very considerable set-olf against the dead weight of the 
pension list. 

It is stated, on actuarial calculation, that the Civil Pension Law of the United 
Kingdom would, in normal working, create a pension charge equal to about 25 pci* 
cent, of the sum payable by the State for the salaries in respect of which such 
pensions are earned. Upon this basis my Lords would anticipate that the Egyptian 
scheme as placed before them would involve a normal non-elfective charge approaching 
40 per cent, of the salaries in respect of which the pensions are earned. Against this 
charge should of course be reckoned the 5 per cent, to be deducted from salaries in 
Egypt. 

My Lords cannot but consider that such a charge is too heavy for a country which 
Nubar Pasha and other authorities (who should understand its resources) declare to be 
too poor to meet its existing obligations. 

It would, therefore, be wise on the part of the Egyptian Government to endeavour 
to reduce its proposals more nearly to the proportions of the Law in the United 
Kingdom. 

Lastly, my Lords feel some apprehension as to the working of Article 85, which 
permits the whole Civil Service of the country to retire upon the existing Pension 
.Regulations, or to accept the new Law. The Egyptian Treasury may anticipate with 
reason that the Service as a whole will accept the new Law, but it is clear that such a 
provision might be manipulated in a manner to cause a very heavy non-elfective 
charge to the country, without any corresponding saving in or advantage to the 
elfective service. My Lords would suggest accordingly that the power of retirement 
should rest with the Egyptian Treasury, and not with the officers of the Service ; that 
is to say, the Egyptian Treasury should have the power of retiring upon the existing 
Regulation any officers of the Egyptian Civil Service who decline to accept the 
new Law. The object, however, would be attained by any modification of the 
Article enabling the Egyptian Treasury to stop a general retirement of elfective 
officers. 

The Committee on the financial situation in Egypt, to whose Report reference has 
been made, were informed that an amendment of the Military Pension Law was 
under consideration. Kv Lords trust that this important reform will be effected. 
My Lords would make the same remark with regard to proposals \\ Inch they 
understand were under consideration with respect to the pensions vGiieh would 
be payable in respect of the forces under Hicks Pasha and Raker Pasha in the 
Soudan. 

If the Secretary of State should think fit to communicate these remarks to the 
Egyptian Government, my Lords may add that they would be ready to give any 
further information upon the working of the pension system in this country vhick 
may he desired. They may note that the Committee on the financial condition of

They are ready to give an assurance, on their 
part, that the deliberations of the Committee, appointed to settle the claims not finally 
admitted, will secure immediate attention; and the Secretary of State for War will be 
asked to arrange that the claims preferred by the Egyptian Government shall be 
examined at once (so far as they admit of being examined in tliis country), in order 
that they may be settled at the earliest possible date, and that the liability of Her 
Majesty’s Government to Egypt, when ascertained, may be discharged with equal 
promptitude.

Dear Sir Julian, Cairo , September 19, 1885. 

F ARRIVED here on Wednesday, and find a great improvement in the state of things 
as compared with last May. The issue of the loan has had an excellent effect. 

It is very fortunate that the National Assembly has been dissolved, as several 
members of it were the organs ot foreign Consulates, and would have given great trouble 
if they had been allowed further liberty of action. 

the particular objects of attack were Moncrieff and the Public Works Administration, 
and it is on this point, and on the abolition of the post of Financial Adviser, that the foreign 
Representatives are now concentrating their efforts. 

I am more than ever convinced of the necessity of strengthening my powers. At 
present I have a very considerable amount of vague and undefined responsibility, but no 
power of control or administration. There is considerable difficulty in drawing up a 
precise Code of Regulations, but it is desirable that I should have a letter saying that Her 
Majesty’s Government consider me responsible for the good administration of Egyptian 
finance, and that they will strongly urge on the Egyptian Government the adoption of any 
measures I consider the situation to demand. 

Unless I have very considerable powers there is not the smallest good in my remaining 
here. It is worse than useless to give advice which will not be taken, or to object to 
expenditure which one cannot stop. The financial position of Egypt is undoubtedly 
critical, but I am confident I can pull it through if I have authority to deal with the 
question vigorously.
